Dear Donn: 

Your June 7, 1993 request is easy for me to answer. 

Please have the ANA member who asked to have the Board modify 
or rewrite the brochure to submit suggested modifications. Then 
send out the suggestions to us. 

If the Consumer Alert is rewritten I would add obvious simple 
words to the effect that those who sell coins as a business are 
doing so to make a profit; therefore they must sell items at a 
price which is higher than the price they will buy them for. 
Covering their advertising and office costs should be expected 
before their profit is calculated. This makes it unrealistic to 
expect them to buy back coins at the same price as they sell them 
unless the market prices rises sufficiently by a later date. 

Please grade this suggestion on a scale of 1 to 65 and then 
reduce its grade to cover wear after a board submittal.
